ten point deficit at halftime; 46-36. 


“Langer played real well tonight and gave the 
team: a lift,’’ said Hanson. However, Hanson in- 
dicated he has been disappointed in some of. the 
guard’s past performances shooting and turn- 
overs. But Langer may have come out of his — 
slump. He hit on eight of ten shots from the field,. © 
played defense tough, stole the ball twice for vital 
buckets and tried to rally his team to victory. 
The sophomore tallied 22 points before fouling 
out when the score read Washburn, 60-56. 

With Langer out of the lineup, the rally was. 
short-lived. The Ichabods built the lead. back to 
eight points, 72-63, and were in command the 
rest of the way. According to Hansoa, Washburn 
is the type of team that controls the ball after 
they build up a lead.
